mixture of an asphaltic base, filler, and water; and 

wherein the asphalt composition alsojiasincluded therein an amount of hydrated lime sufficient to improve 
tear strength and durabilityjjrefSerties of the asphalt structure, the hydrated lime being formed by the addition 
of an alkaline eartjwiietal oxide to the asphaltic base, the alkaline earth metal oxide being selected from the 
group consisting of CaO, MgO, and CaOMgO, the alkaline earth metal oxide reacting with water in the 
fiUerio produce the corresponding alkaline earth metal hydroxide.
